No 
human institution, no earthly interest, shall ever 
by me be weighed in the scales against the life 
of my eonnlry.

weighed, an institution, the .fountain of whose 
being—the African slave trade—-the laws of my 
country have forty, years denounced as a crime 
worthy of death—a crime not against any par- 
ticular code, or any particular from of civiliza- 
lion, but a crime against the very race to which 
we belong.
